Duncan, who said the control 
board found farmers reluctant to 
go into dairying because of scant 
profits, declared the agency was 
willing to grant producer or -pro- 
ducer-distributor licenses to any 
persons showing they could meet 
health requirements. He estimat- 
ed 50 licenses had been thus 
granted in Georgia in the last 60 
days. 

Approximately 700 to 1,000 gal 
lons a day now are being imported 
from Tennessee in the Savannah 
area, Duncan said, but contended 
imports were not the answer to 
Georgia’s reported shortage. 

“We are holding farmers (in 
Georgia) to a price which enables 
them to make a living,” he explain- 
ed, “If they cannot make a liv: 
ing, then we should raise the 
price.

“We wouldn’t let outsiders dump 
their surplus in Georgia.

MacArthur in Command 

General Douglas MacArthur has been trans- 
ferred from the Philippines to Australia, by 
direct order of President Roosevelt. The de- 
fender of Bataan will now assume supreme 
command of the Allied Nation forces in the 
South Pacific. 

That news brought the greatest thrill to 
Americans of any news yet to come out of the 
Pacific war. If there is one American general 
in whom the American public has enthusiastic, 
cheering confidence it is General MacArthur. 

The transfer was made, it is said, upon the 
insistence of the Australian government. 
Remembering the MacArthur record, in this 
war and before, Americans will quickly under- 
stand how, with their country facing imme- 
diate peril of invasion, Australians would look 
to the American, MacArthur, as their best hope 
for successful defense. 


Only a few hours before announcement of 
the MacArthur transfer, the fact that American 
ground and air troops in considerable numbers 
had reached Australia was officially announced. 
Then, a few hours later, came a report that the 
Japanese are moving their entire invasion fleet 
from Java toward Australia. 

The forthcoming clash of the two forces in 
Australian waters, in the Australian skies, on 
Australian land, may well be the turning point 
of the war. And, with MacArthur in supreme 
command, that day when the Allied Nations 
shall take over the offensive looms as not far 
distant. 

It is significant that both the United States 
and Britain have placed their outstanding 
military leaders in the Pacific theater of war. 
MacArthur in Australia and Wavell in India and 
Burma. If those two cannot turn the tide— 
then we shall have to find others who can. 

In the meantime, the defense of Bataan will 
still be directed by MacArthur, even though 
from a distance and, we may rest assured, will 
continue writing glorious pages in the history 
of American fighting men.

On Wednesday last an Atlania automobile 


dealer asked The Constitution to publish a 
small advertisement, over his name, for which 
he was willing to pay at the regular rate. After 
reading the advertisement The Constitution 
agreed to publish it. 

At the same time The Constitution totally 
disagreed with everything said in that adver- 
tisement. It was 100 per cent in opposition to 


the war policy of this paper, which is to support 


the administration to the full. Without such 
support, we realize we cannot win the war. 

Yet, though disagreeing, it seemed it would 
be violative of the principle of a free press to 
refuse to publish the article in question. And 
it is for that very principle of free press, of 
the right to make known our beliefs, that 
America fights. It is all the freedoms, all the 
liberties to which the American nation is 
dedicated. 

Admittedly, there are limita- 
tions to the proper use of a free press. Limita- 
tions, even, other than tnose of simple censor- 
ship for war purposes. There is a point where 
liberty overreaches itself and becomes license. 

We did not think the advertisement in 
question passed that point. 

On another page of this edition there is 
published today a letter from Edmund E. 
George, of East Point, who not only disagrees 
with the subject matter of the advertisement 
referred to, but impugns our motives in pub- 
lishing it. 

Doubtless the advertiser has heard many 
Similar criticisms of his advertisement. There 
can be but few, if any, Americans who do not 
react to that advertisement just as did Mr. 
George. 

Again, in regard to the advertisement itself, 
The Constitution agrees fully with Mr. George. 
We did so even before it was printed. 

But, in regard to the duty of a free press, 
we could see no reason to refuse the advertiser 
the opportunity to make public his opinion,

“The Work That Conquers”’ 

America was named after Amerigo Vespucci 
who is believed to have sailed to the shores of 
this hemisphere a year before Christopher 
Columbus. 

Amerigo was a Gothic word, originally 
“emalric.” That word, like so many, was a 
combination of two words, ‘“amal”’ »meaning 
work, and “ric,” meaning conquer. Thus 
“America” literally, “the work that 
conquers.”’ 

Never was there a name with definition that 
more perfectly fitted the situation of the nation 
that bears it than “America” today. This is the 
land which shall, in fulfillment of fate, provide 
“the work that conquers” for the victory that 
free nations must win over the brutal aggressor 
lands. 

Only by our work shall we conquer. Only by 
our all-out labor effort shall we achieve the 
victory upon which our survival as a nation 
depends. 

Once again it is emphasized that the out- 
come of the war is primarily being decided in 
the war production plants of America. It is the 
men and women of the assembly lines who 
constitute our first line of fighters, it is they 
who hold within their grasp the decision of 
whether free America shall survive or whether 
its peoples shall face the coming centuries as 
Shackled slaves. 

Yet, with this self-evident fact before 
America, the nation quibbles over 40-hour work 
weeks, debates over such immaterial issues as 
“closed shop” or “open shop” for war factories. 
While the national fate hangs in the balance, 
there are industrialists who place their own 
desires above the demand for all-out war 
production, there are miscalled “agricultural 
leaders” who seek money profits before they 
seek the production of greater crops. 

It is ghastly, it would be unthinkable if it 
were not true. 

We have the men and the women, eager and 
anxious to do “the work that conquers.” We 
have the resources, the material, even though 
some sacrifices are involved for the general 
public. That public does not. mind. 

We have the machines, the tools which, if 
operated at fullest capacity, can give us war 
production exceeding even the huge goals set 
by the President. 

Yet, because our leaders are afraid of a 
little handful of selfish men, we are forced to 
continue operation under the 40-hour week, 
with time and a half for overtime and with 
double time for Sundays and holidays. Because 
of this stricture many of our machines are not 
operating all the time. 

The question of profits, for industry and for 
labor alike, is a dead issue today, before the 
transcendentally ‘greater question of victory or 
defeat. 

America means “the work that conquers.” 
That is the literal translation of the word. 

But we cannot conquer on the 40-hour week, 
we cannot achieve victory while there are men

Let us, through overwhelming demand upon 
congress, do away with the 40-hour week and 
with war profits alike, for the duration. Let us 
force congress to abrogate for all war factories 
the senseless “closed shop” requirement. Let us 
open the doors of the war factories so that 
every American man and woman, desirous of 
contributing their part to victory, may do so 
without first paying tribute to a labor union 


and its bosses. 

Then, when we have done these things, we 
can make America represent in actual fact the 
literal meaning of her name. We can make this 
nation, in fact as well as in dream, the personi-

BOMBER PLANT NEWS There is evidence that jurisdic- 
tional labor union jealousy may 


endanger the whole Bell bomber plant training schools and delay 
the whole plan. 

In Buffalo, where the Bell company maintains two huge plants 
turning out fighter planes for the Army at a 
production rate which constantly is increasing, 
there are approximately 50000 members of the 
AFL and about 67,000 members of the CIO. 

Neither union there was so unintelligent as 

to interfere in any manner with the training 
classes for workers who were to enter the 
plants. 

They have not at any time sought to inter- 

fere with the schools or to control the training. 

In Atlanta there are disquieting signs that 

one of the unions is trying to maneuver to gain 
control of the committee which will set up the 
classes with the idea of controlling who shall 
be admitted to the training schools. The other 
union organization has not in any way inter- 
fered. 

I could call names—and will—if the plan is 

pushed. 

Meanwhile, it ought to be plain enough to 
all concerned that if there is any effort to control the free right 
of men and women to be trained for work in the schools which 
Will turn out the semi-skilled workers for the Bell plant, the people 
of this city and state will lose their patience. The must not be 
asked what union or church—if any—they belong to. 

The people simply will not stand for it.

was able to exert in Washington. 

Members of the advisory committee, charged with setting up the 
classes, are not aware of this influence. The men selected to 
become teachers were not questioned as to unions.

The committee set up the classes and sent in a requisition for 
the machinery—more than $300,000 of it—to install for training.

Actually, the cause of the cancellation was a labor union effort 
outside the committee and without its knowledge. This may be 
denied.

—which was approved—was technically wrong.

The machines, instead of being here by next Monday, will be 
three weeks or more late. : 

That’s at least nine bombers. 

They 
are large buildings with high ceilings. They will be ideal for 
the training schools, allowing all the machinery to be on one floor. 
They also will be cool this summer. 

This same union influence has, temporarily at least, blocked 
that and wants to spend money to rent or build buildings some- 
where else. It would be a willful waste of money. The false 
reason assigned is “lack of transportation’—when a street car 
line runs almost to the door of the buildings.

Professor Seip, the elderly rec- 
tor of Islo University, already 
confined to a concentration camp, 
under order of 
German Com- 
missioner Ter- 
boven and with 
the  concur- 
rence of Quis- 
ling, has re- 
cently been 
sentenced to 
spend a month 
in solitary con- 
Sfinement in a 
dark cell, with 
only bread and 
water.

Hitlerism. He is 60, and for many 
years has been the symbol of 
Norway's Christian culture. Com- 
menting on the shameful perse- 
cution of Professor Seip, the edli- 
tor of Althydebladid, leading pa- 
per of Iceland, writes: 
“Norwegian traitors and Ger- 
man Nazis have removed Profes- 
sor Seip from his former prison 
and condemned him to one 
month's confinement in darkness 
on bread and water. A few year's 
ago this would have se®*med un- 
helevable, but now we are ac- 


customed to accounts of inhuman = 


and criminal Nazi tyrannies. ... 
An attempt must be made to ex- 


tinguish the light of his (Seip’s) | 


oul and take away his reason. 

“This measure is one of the 
most disgraceful reported from 
Norway and must be added to the 
account of the Germans who 
were once a cultured nation. So 
deep has this German nation sunk 
that she attacks an old man who 
has all his life loved truth and 
fought for its victory. Norway 
has been allotted the hard fate of 
oeing an experimental place for 
the Nazis against the Scandi- 
navian nations. For nearly two 
years German executioners and 
Norwegian traitors have tried to 
oppress the defenseless Norwegian 
people. But each trial Strength- 
ens them. 

“The treatment of Professor 
Seip is a token of the Struggle 
between the contemptible Nazi 
/ppression and the free-born Nor- 
weZian spirit.

an old Norwegian sage unarmed 
and empty-handed.

Tornado Toll 
Reaches 149; 
1,000 Injured 


Trail of Smashed Homes 
Left Behind, Damages | 
in Millions. | 

By The Associated Press. | 

Communities in seven southern | 
and midwestern states, digging 
out from under the wreckage of 
one of the most destructive tor- 
nadic storms in recent years, 
counted yesterday at least 149 
dead and more than 1,000 injured. 

The swiftly-striking winds left 
behind a trail of smashed homes 
and buildings that sent damage 
estimates into the millions. A 
number of the injured were be- 
lieved dying. 

Mississippi's heavily - populated 
cotton-growing belt in the north- 
central section bore the brunt of 
the terrific winds. At least 80 
were known dead and some 650 


injured in that state alone. | 


Destruction Paths. 

A path of death and destruc- 
tion also was left in the wake of 
tornadoes in Kentucky, Tennessee, | 
Illinois, Indiana, Alabama and 
Missouri. None was reported kill- 
ed or injured in Missouri, but the 
storm did damage as far as the. 
west-central section of that state.

$25.000 Damage Suit | 


Dismissed by Court 


The Georgia court of appeals 
vesterday dismissed a $25,000 
damage suit brought by Mrs. W. 
M. Minchew against administra- 
tors of the estate of T. L. Huston, 
of Brunswick. 

She alleged negligence in the 
death of her son, James Minchew, 
who worked as a helper on a truck 
of a dairy operated by the estate. 
The boy was killed when he fell 
out of the truck. 

Mrs. Minchew first sought com-. 
pensation in a claim against the 
State Industrial Board under the 
workmen's compensation act. The 
board ruled her son was not an. 
employe within the meaning of. 
the act and then she filed suit in 
the Glynn superior court. 

The court of appeals said that. 
the board erred in its decision and 
that Mrs. Minchew should have 
appealed its ruling rather than 
Dring suit in another form. This 
sustained the lower court but the 
appellate judges said the demur- 
rer of Wallace Kiff, another de- 
fendant identified as the driver 
of the truck, should not have been 
sustained,
